JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to 
the 23rd Sept.; and by the Pacific mail we have six days 
later news, viz., to the 29th Sept. ; the French mail from Lon- 
don, 31st July, arrived out on the 15th Sept., and the following 
P. and O. mail of August 7 was received on the 21st Sept. 
The following summary of news is from the Jupan Mai :— 

There is no news from China, and the suspense created by its 
non-arrival is trying. In Yedo there is much excitement, 
activity, and spirit, and those who have seen the drilling of the 
troops, who are eve’ vy day mustering there in increasing num- 


bers, speak with high praise of their appearance and soldierly’ 
bearing. If a call has to be made on the nation it will certainly 


| be responded to by all classes with readiness and enthusiasm. 


The nobles have come forward to offer a part of their revenues, 
the samurai their swords, and the traders will have to do the 
same with their money ; nor are we disposed to think they will 
do it unwillingly. 

The following is a translation of the original official notice of 
the German Minister Resident, relative to the sentence passed 
ov the murderer of Mr. Haber :— 


The undersigned, the Minister Resident of the German Empire, here- 
with publishes the sentence of the Imperial Japanese Government upon 
the murderer of the Acting-Consul of the German Empire at Hakodate, 
the late Mr. Haber, and further notifies German subjects and those en- 
joying German protection, that the sentence has been forwarded to 
Hakodate with the object of being forthwith put into execution. To 
Takasaki Hiditchka, Shisoku of the Akita Ken :—“ You, in your foolish 
and short-sighted view, have believed that the decay of the knowledge 
of the mother country, regarded by you with reverence, had its origin 
in the peaceable intercourse with foreign countries, and’ therefore you 
have cherished the one-sided view that it would be best to kill a 
foreigner. In order to realise your plan, you secretly left your homa 
and went to Hakodadi. Arrived there, you met, in a part of the town 
called ‘ Yatchigashira,’ the Acting Consul of the German Empire, the 
late Mr. Haber ; you then forthwith drew your sword, pursued, and 
murdered him in a most brutal manner. This being a most atrocious 
deed, and considering that you have committed a highly dishonourable 
act, you herewith are, according to the criminal code, sentenced to be 
expelled from the Class of Soku, and afterwards to be beheaded.” 

Noticr.—To the Colonial Department, the Fu’s and Kens.—Whereas, 
according to the Notification No. 110 of the 11th month of the current 
year, the Shisoku of the Akita ken Takasaki Hiditchka, having been 
sued for wilful murder of the Acting Consul of the German Empire, 
and this trial having been concluded, he has been sentenced as above 
mentioned. The crime for which the murderer has been sentenced 
being a serious one, which is calculated to injure the peaceful relations 
with fcreign countries, the head of the criminal would have to be ex- 
hibited according to the Criminal Code before its revision, but whereas 
the Code has been revised, the sentence is that of decapitation only. In 
bringing this to notice, it is herewith made known and ordered, as was 
done some time ago, that our subjects should be made to understand 
this notification well, so that in future such crimes shall not again be 
committed. 

The meeting of the residents convened to take into considera- 
tion the insufliciently protected state of the settlement was held 
on the 2lst Sept. at the Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Wilkin 
was called to the chair, and explained the objects of the meeting. 
The following resvlutions were then passed.—Proposed by Mr. 
Hooper and seconded by Mr. Strachan. 

That the frequent burglaries now occurring are to be attributed to 
the inadequacy of the native police force for the protection of the foreign 
settlement. 
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Proposed by Mr. Wylie and seconded by Mr. North, 

That it is desirable to continue to urge upon the Japanese Govern- 
ment, through the medium of the Board of Consuls, the necessity of 
an increase of the police force, and a thorough patrol of the foreign 
settlement, and special examination of suspicious characters crossing 
the bridges during the night. Carried. 

Proposed by Mr. Cope and seconded by Mr. Pistorius, e 

That a committee of five be appointed, who shall place themselves 
in communication with the Board of Consuls, and act generally on be- 
half of the foreign community in this matter, reporting progress from 
time to time through the newspapers, and if necessary summoning a 
pablic meeting. Carried. 

The committee was then elected :—Messra. T. Walsh, P. E. 
Pistorius, A. Evers, A. J. Wilkin, and E. G. Vouillemont. The 
meeting, which was very thinly attended, then dissolved. 


The remarks of the Chairman on the subject of the registration 
of servants deserve the consideration of the residents. He said 
the Governor had established an office for this purpose, that this 
office was under his own control, and that no fee was charged 
for registration. The Chairman believed that this new system 
was free from the objections which were justly raised against 
the old system, and thought that, if adopted by the residents, it 
might do much to stop the non-violent class of robberies. The old 
system had been abolished because it was so odious to foreigners, 
while the new one appeared to have the approval of the Consuls. 
The former was made the instrument cf “ squeezing ” ; the latter 
promises to be free from this very important objection. 


An inquest has been held at the Camp of the Royal Marines 
upon the body of Corporal Curtis, who was found drowned close 
to the steps leading down to the Homura Creek, near the Iron 
Works of Messrs. Whitfield and Dowson. How Curtis came by 
his death it is impossible to say. One of the men of the Batta- 
lion was doing something to the boats slung opposite these steps 
when his attention was called by a Japanese to a body in the 

water close by. It proved to be that of Corporal Curtis, who 
’ ‘was last seen alive at about nine o’clock near the Temple at the 
top of Homura. Curtis was a steady man, and a great favourite 
in the Battalion which has lost him. The sides of the Creek 
being unprotected by rails are on dark nights sources of danger, 
wauy against which there should be either lamps or rails 
e 


Both the American and French Consuls have dealt some heavy 
and effective blows at the gambling-houses. The keeper of the 
Hétel de V Univers has been threatened with deportation in case 
his house is again ased for public play, and General Van Buren 
has heavily fined Wm. Nuttall, a proprietor of one of these estab- 
Hshments, and stated his intention of doing all that lies in his 
power to protect the community against them. 

The Japan Gazette publishes the following translation of a 

irited address to the samurai by Watanabé, Vice-Governor of 

ka :—“ It is not long since the Saga insurrection was ended. 
Then as now you were courageous in combating the enemy in 
the service of your country. Your fidelity to the State merits 
reward ; I recall it and shall never forget it. The officers who 
were then in Osaka for the defence of the district, and to whom 
I have reported your noble conduct, and your fidelity to the 
eountry, have been highly approved. But before you could even 
start the insurrection was finished. To-day the country demands 
other services from you. The Formosan war has produced great 
complication between China and Japan. The hour has come for 
ou to show your bravery and fidelity to the country. You 
have no desire to remain indifferent to this great affair, in which 
is bound the glory or the ruin of our empire. Courage, then ! 
and may your example be quickly followed by thousands of your 
brothers. You will fight our new enemies, You will die for 
the country ; but your name will be honoured by the nation, 
and all the world will speak of you with respect and admira- 
tion.” 

A meeting of the agents of the insurance companies has been 
held at the Chamber of Commerce rooms, a large number of 
English offices being represented. The subject of the wooden 
cornices, with which many of the recently-built houses are sur- 
mounted, and the formation of a salvage company occupied the 
attention of the meeting. 

We read in the Gazette that the Mikado held a review of the 
troops in garrison in Yedo on the 19th inst. at Itzusima. 
The manceuvres were very satisfactorily performed by the sol- 
diers, and reflected much credit upon their instructors, the French 
Military Mission. 

A meeting of the nobles was held on the 25th Sept., to con- 
sider the question of contributing a part of their revenues to as- 
sist the Government during the expected war with China. 

His Majesty the Mikado has entertained the foreign repre- 
sentatives at breakfast at Hama-goten.

PEKING. 

The Peking Gazette of Sept. 11 contains the following an- 
nouncement :— 

A Decree.—We have respectfully received the benign mandate of 
their Majesties the Empress Dowager and the Empreas Mother [as 
follows] :—The Emperor sent forth a decree yesterday in which the 
Prince of Kung was stripped of his Imperial Princedom with here- 
ditary succession in the same grade for ever, and was reduced to the 
second degree, Tsai-ch’éng (his son) being at the same time stripped 
of his title as Beileh Kiin Wang. As regards the shortcoming in 
decorum of the Prince of Kung on occasions when speechhas been held 
with him, it is true that a penalty has been incurred for this offence; 
but remembering how the Prince of Kung, from the time when his 
support began to be rendered in public affairs, has not been wanting in 
exertions so distinguished as to merit acknowledgment, let, as a apecial 
grace, his rank as Imperial Prince with hereditary succession in the 
same grade for ever be restored to him, and let the title Beileh Kiin 
Wang be likewise restored to Tsai-ch’ang. It behoves the Prince to 
respond to the desire of his Sovereign to convey a salutary admonition, 
and for the future to be more and more diligent and careful, contri- 
buting largely toward relief from difficulty and embarrassment, to the 
end that his trust be worthily discharged. 

The Peking Gazette translations also contain a singularly 
forcibie and sensible attack on the abuses connected with the 
likin system, and on the growth of opium in China, by a member 
of the Censorate. The memorial shows that there are men in 
the Empire capable of appreciating the fearful shortcomings in 
its administration, and who recognise the need there is for reor- 
ganisation. It is beyond the power of words, says the Censor, 
to depict in full the malpractices connected with the collection 
of the likin tax, which imposes grievous hardships on the popu- 
lation, and throws difficulties in the way of trade in transitu. 

A rumour has been current among both foreigners and natives 
that the Peking Government declined to enter into negotiations 
with the Japanese High Commissioner Okubo, and-that his ap- 
plication to be admitted to an Imperial audience had met witha 
refusal, The rumour is unconfirmed, however ; and it is impro- 
bable that the Ambassador would have gone on to Peking, after 
eanne at Tientsin for return advices by courier, if he were not 
assured of his reception. 


SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 27th Sept.; 


no later mail from London had been received. The following 
summary of news is from the North China Herald :-- 


The present mail by the Amazone is the last which leaves under 
the time arrangement for the south-west monsoon, and conse- 
uently twelve days will elapse before the departure of the next 
nglish mail, which leaves on the 9th October. Severe weather 
on the coast ushers in the change. A heavy typhoon is reportel 
to have occurred at Hong Kong on the 22nd, while Shanghai has 
already had to endure half a week’s steady rain. Outdvor en- 
gagements and amusements have had to be put off in conse- 
quence ; but enough rain has now fallen to hold out prospects of 
an early change to the settled tine weather which is so pleasantly 
characteristic of the Shanghai winter. 

The Glenartney, which left Woosung on the 3lat of May, and 
was the first steamer home with new teas, reached here again on 
the 24th September, and has therefore made the round voyaze 
in 116 days, including all detentions, in port or en route, anda 
loss of some four days by the late heavy gales. She is, we b-- 
lieve, the first steamer which has to be credited with the achieve- 
ment. 

A case in which Messrs, Siemssen and Co. sue Messrs. S. (. 
Farnham and Co. for $13,000 damage and demurrage in cons- 

uence of the breaking of a shaft which the defendants put into 
the steamer Yangtsze was begun on the 26th Sept. at the U.S. 
Consulate-General, before G. F. Seward, Esq., Consul-Generul, 
and Associates, and has been concluded. Judgment was 
reserved. 

On the 24th Sept., at H.B.M. Court, before R. A. Mowat, 
Esq., Mr. P. Loureiro sued Mr. Stripling, acting superintendent 
of police, to recover $99.75, the allezed value of six balls of 
opium, his property, said to have been seized and detained 
through the illegal action of the municipal police. Mr. Litch- 
field appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Stripling conducted his 
own case, The facts were that a coolie in the plaintiff's employ 
was stopped by a likin runner on the Garden-bridge, who 
found the six balls of opium in a sycee basket he was pent | 
The runner endeavoured to seize him, but the coolie resisted, 
and a Chinese policeman, in the employ of the Municipal 
Council, coming up at the moment, the Jiéin man appealed to 
him for aid, and all three went to the Hongkew station. Ser- 
geant Skinner was on duty there, and the coolie saying he did 
not know where he was taking the opium, although he had plain 
tiff's printed certiticate vouching, as was contended, for plaintiff's 
ownership of it in his possession, the sergeant sent the men and 
the drug to the Mixed Court. Plaintiff himself went to the 
station to demand the opium, but it was not there, and he su 
Mr. Stripling for its detention and value. In reply to his hon -1, 
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the sergeant said he acted under the general orders given to the 
lice, and not under special orders from Mr. Stripling. His 

Doser said he could not see how Mr. Stripling could be held 

responsible, and gave judgment against the plaintiff. 

‘he C. N. Company’s steamer Glengyle was laid up after the 
discharge of her last cargo from the river ports, and has since 
undergone painting and slight repairs. e hear that she has 
been chartered to carry Chinese trocps to Formosa. 

A contingent of thirty Chinese boys from the Government 
Preparatory School, with a numerous suite of friends and at- 
tendants, has left by the Oregonian for the United States. The 
youths appeared to accept their expatriation very resignedly. 

The Chinese corvette Sen Sing Fah, the first of the vessels 
built at the Foochow Arsenal, has arrived from Foochow, and 
awaits orders. She is a vessel of 600 tons, and carries six guns 
(four 20-pounder smooth-bores and two 15-pounder Krupps), is 
of 150-horse power, and has a crew of 130 men. 

The French barque Union, with her cargo, now lying stranded 
on the Block House spit, has been sold by public auction at the 
sale rooms of Messrs. Mackenzie and Co. They were knocked 
down to Mr. Beer for the sum of Tls. 8,800. Messrs. Olyphant 
and Co., agents for the Chinese Insurance Company (Limited), 
as underwriters on the cargo, protested against the sale, but the 
Chancelier of the French Consulate-General, who was present, 
stated that the protection of the French Government would be 
given to any purchaser. : 

The China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company have just 
had built for them, opposite the Tongkew Wharf, on Broadway, 
a large machine shop, where all the work connected with their 
steamers, wharves, and hulks is to be executed. They have also 
bought from Messrs. Farnham and Co, the wharf and godowns, 
&c., they had on lease from that firm. The price is stated to be 
Tle. 75,000. These they purpose connecting with their offices in 
Hankow-road by a telegraph wire. 

A meeting of the Shanghai Volunteer band has been held at 
the Main Guard. The principal business was the appointment of 
a leader, the gentleman who formerly held that office having left 
Shanghai. This important post has been accepted by M. Remusat, 
whose experienced co-operation will, no doubt, be of the greatest 
service to the association. M.Remu<at pointed out the necessity of 
securing the services of one or two professionals, in order to render 
the band thoroughly efficient. The funds that have accumulated 
during the summer recess will be devoted to this purpose, but as 
the amount in hand is very limited, the secretary reminded the 
toembers that it could not be expected to go far. It was, there- 
fure, resolved to appeal to the members of the S.V.C. to supply 
the deficiency. All the preliminaries being settled, the order was 
given to “fallin,” and under the direction of the new leader, 
the band had a most satisfactory practice. It was agreed to 
meet regularly once a week for the same purpose. 

The trial of Thomas Fawcett, charged with the manslaughter 
of a Chinaman named Yuen-chong-chow, at the oh aaa works 
on the Shantung Promontory, on the 30th July last, took place 
at Chefoo on the 21st Sept., before Sir E. Hornby, Chief Judge, 
and a jury. A verdict of “ Not Guilty ” was returned. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend tothe 3rd October ; 
the P. and O. mail from London Aug. 21 was received on the 
27nd September. The following items of news are from the Hong 


Kong Daily Press :— 
THE TYPHOON, 

The particulars of the sad disaster of the 22nd and 23rd Sept. are 
gradually coming to light; but even up to the present time the full 
effects of the typhoon can only be surinised. It is certain that. the 
estimate of the number who have been lost is considerably under the 
actual total, which cannot be less than cight thousand at Hong Kong 
and Macav together, even if that comes up to the fact. Vessels arriving 
at the present time report meeting with dead bodies a long distance 
before reaching the port, and corpses continue daily to be washed 
ashore in various parts of the island. The damage done to property 
also turns out to be much larger than was anticipated. Persons well 
able to judge estimate that in Hong Kong alone the property lost in the 
form of vessels, damage to houses, buildings destroyed and goods 
damaged, cannot be short of a million pounds. The steamers Albay 
and Leonor still lie in the harbour, the latter with thirty or forty dead 
passengers in her, and it is doubtful whether they can be raised ; and, 
although efforts have been made to move the Pacific Mail steamtr Alaska 
from her position ashore at Aberdeen, they were, we regret to say, 
unsuccessful. 

After the typhoon great difficulty was experienced in removing the 
dead bodies which came ashore in all directions. The destruction of 
life in native craft vastly outnumbers anything that has occurred be- 
fore. In ordinary typhoons the places of shelter which the Chinese, 
who have a mafvellous instinct in foreseeing the advent of these terri- 
ble visitations, seek, are sufficient to protect the large bulk of the junks 
and sampans. The poor people had, in the present instance, relied 
upon the shelter which had afforded them protection on former occa- 
sions, but were utterly mistaken in their calculations, as their craft 
were driven from their places of refuge, and—in the words of an eye- 
witness, who himself had a narrow escape in his vesse!—large junks 
broke up actually like match boxes. One of the officers who was on 
board the Pacific mail steamer Alaska says that he saw a batch of fully 
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a hundred junks founder all at once. The misery which has been 
epread both in this colony and at Macao is something appalling. One 


j of the saddest considerations is, that numberless junks have utterly 


gone to atoms with every soul on board, so that hundreds of people 
must be kept in lengthened suspense as to the fate of friends and re- 
latives, of which no one lives to tell the tale. 

In addition to the misery which has been spread by the loss of life 
and property on the water, many sad stories are told of the ruin which 
has been wrought through loss of propery ashore. Some have lost almost 
their all, and few owners of property have escaped without some loss. 
Some of the stories told of the anxiety gone through on the night of 
the typhoon are startling. One gentleman, whose wife was ill, had tu 
carry her from recom to room in his bungalow, the roof guing off one 
after another, and finally he had to seek the friendly shelter of a neigh- 
bour’s house ; and others with families suffered worse suspense, some 
instances having occurred of children being ushered into the world 
amidst the uproar and turmoil, and while large portions of the roof of 
the houses in which they were born were being blown away. Many, 
we hear, were forced to leave their dwellings, and large numbers had 
to pass the night on the lowest floors or in cellars, in hourly fear that 
their houses would go. 

After the typhoon efforts were made by the police to clear away the 
dead bodies, but considerable complaint, which certainly appears well 
justified, has been made by the public of the slowness and inadequacy 
of the measures adopted. For a whole day almost nothing was done, 
as the Chinese coolies refused to work, partly on account of a supersti- 
tion which the Chinese have against handling dead bodies—their idea 
being that if they touch a body they will be injured by the spirit of 
the dead man if they do not perform the funeral rites at his grave-- 
and partly, no doubt, from the more practical idea that by hold- 
ing out they would get better pay. In the confusion a large 
number of bodies were taken to the Civil Hospital, and remained 
there until the cflluvium was such as to become dangerous to the 
patients. This state of affairs being represented steps were taken for 
the removal of the bodies, and more vigorous efforts made to get on 
with the work. The prisoners in the gaol were called out, and more 
coolies were then obtained. Complaints are, however, made that no 
application for assistance was made to the military, with whose aid the 
work, which has not been accomplished in a week, might, probably 
have been got through in at most a couple of days, At the present 
moment there are, as above noticed, between thirty and forty bodies on 
board the steamer Levnor, which lies close to the Praya in the centre 
of the town, Had military aid been invoked at once attention might 
have Leen brought to bear in this direction. To remove the bodies, as 
will have to be done, in a state of terrible decompusition with a ther- 
mometer at 85 degs., cannot tut be attended with very great danger. 


SAVING OF A PORTION OF THE CREWS AND PASSENGERS ON BOARD 
THE STEAMERS “ ALBAY” AND “ LEONOR.” 

We have been able to obtain the following details with reference tu 
the gallant conduct of the gentlemen who assisted in saving a portion 
of the crews and passengers of the Albay and of the crew of the Leonor 
during the typhoon. We take this opportunity of correcting an over- 
sight in our previous notice of the matter, namely, that of mentioning 
the names of other gentlemen who essisted in company with E. and G. 
Taufer, of the engine-house. Messrs. A. P. Mac Ewen and C. W. Baird, 
of Messrs. Holiday, Wise and Co.'s, Lieut. Prior, of the 80th, and Mr. 
Lembke exerted themselves to the utmost, and contributed largely to 
saving the unfortunate men who were brought ashore. The particulars 
of the action were as follows :—They heard that a ship, which proved 
afterwards to be the Albay, had got ashore about twenty minutes 
past one o'clock, and upon ascertaining the state of affairs, the Messrs. 
Taufer, of the engine-house, went out with lamps, but the violenca 
of the wind was such that they could not be kept lighted. They then 
made torches of turpentine and waste, and Mr. E. Taufer made the 
end fast while his brother threw it on board, by which means three 
men were landed. While Mr. E. Taufer was holding on to the rope a 
severe sen struck him and carried him away into the lane, his foot being 
at the same time hit by some object which had been washed up ; and 
about the same time the lights on the ships went out, and total dark- 
ness ensued. After a little Mr. McEwen, Mr. Beard, Lieut. Prior, 
and Mr. Lembke touk the ropes in hand and succeeded in picking 
up several men, and as they came off brought them into the engine 
house. Mr. McEwen then went to the police station, and reported 
to Captain Deane, who expressed his regret that on account of the 
severity of the weather he could not send out any of his men to assist. 
Mr. McEwen then returned to the scene of action. The captain, 
chief and second mates stayed at the engine house all night, 
being too exhausted to move, and the remainder were taken by 
the purty who saved them up to the police station, This 
was effected only with great difficulty, and the only way they 
could get them on was by Mr. McEwen and the others leading 
the way and shouting out repeatedly to them, so that they 
might know in what direction to follow. In this manner they reached 
their destination, and on their arriving at the Police Station the men 
were taken in and attended to. At about three to half-past three 
o'clock the party again went out with lamps to see what further as- 
ristance could be rendered. There was no one within reach at the 
time ; but shortly after a Chinaman came swimming ashore. On ask- 
ing him who he was he said he was the fireman of the Leonor, which 
vessel had got ashore outside the Albay. They then enquired of him 
whether there were any men on board, and he replied that he did not 
know. While holding the lamps out they heard cries, and they then 
flashed the light outwards towards the ship’s mast and found that 
there was a man hanging on among three masts which had got entan- 
gled. The sea having by this time to some extent subsided, the bro- 
thers Taufer launched a boat, and went out and took five off the fore- 
mast of the Leonor, two of them the second and third engineers, and 
the remaining three Chinese. On a subsequent journey they brought 
back five more Chinese, and on a third trip two more men. Mr. Cox 
and another gentleman, of Messrs. Lane, Crawford and Co.'s, helped to 
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’ launch the boat, supplied them with rope, and rendered assistance to 
the unfortunate men. 


MISCELLANEOUS PARTICULARS. 

We are glad to hear that H. E. the Governor has addressed a letter of 
thanks to Mr. McLeod and the other gentlemen who assisted in putting 
out the fire in Bonham Strand on the night of the typhoon. 

We regret to learn that the Hon W. H. Alexander, Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, received a rather serious wound on the front of the 
leg just above the foot, by the falling of a window during the typhoon. 
On account of a difficulty in procuring medical assistance the wound 
bled for some time, and Mr. Alexander is in consequence somewhat 
weakened. 

Fifteen seamen of the Peruvian ship Macao No. 2 having been saved 
and returned to the colony in a sampan, presented themselves at the 
Magistracy, and (such is routine) were placed on the charge sheet 
charged with being destitutes. They said the Consul was at Macao, 
and no boarding house would take them in as they had lost all, and 
their keep was not guaranteed by the Consul. His Worship told them 
that he would commucicate with the Consul, but in the meantime they 
could stay in the gaol. A boarding house keeper in Court however 
consented to keep the men himself till Monday in his house, when it 
may be ascertained from the Consul what he will do with them. 

On the 28th Sept., at high water, an attempt was made to haul the 
Alaska from her position on shore at Aberdeen. The Kiukiang, Fame, 
and Little Orphan were employed, but they tugged unfortunately to no 
avail. The Celestial hulk was lashed alongside for the purpose of 
lightening the steamer. The large 14-in. hawser used was snapped by 
the Kiukiang. The P.M.S.S. Company express themselves much in- 
debted to the Commodore and the authorities at the Naval Yard 
for the supply of hawsers, &c., which they generously placed at their 

i We are informed that further and more carefully prepared 
efforts will now be made to get the steamer afloat, and we trust sin- 
cerely that they will prove successful. By latest accounts there was no 
change in the position of the steamer. She was still tight and fast, and 
had not suffered in any way. We learn that it is hoped in the course 
of a few weeks to have her floated off, which is considered to be only a 
question of time and systematic operations. 

The missing on board the British bark Malvern are Captain Myles 
and wife, chief mate, boatswain, carpenter, steward, cook, five able 
seamen, two ordinary seamen, and two apprentices. On board the 
Peruvian ship Macao No. 2, the mate, second mate, three seamen, and 
ten Chinese passengers perished in the breaking up of that vessel on 
an island near the Cap-sing-moon Puss. There is yet some hope that 
the Spanish bark Jeresa will turn up again, as she was to have left the 
same afternoon as the French ship Radama, which vessel, set down as 
missing, returned to port again on Saturday. Several gangs of pri- 
soners were out on Saturday in Taining-shan and other places clearing 
away the wreck of houses, from under the debris of which many dead 
bodies were drawn out. The sailors at the Home were employed by 
the police to bury the dead found on land and water. The police on 
Saturday exerted themselves to assist, and some hundreds were in- 
terred at Lap-sap-wan, Stonecutter's Island, and Kowloon. The stench 
along the Praya from the dust-bin rubbish spread about, from putrid 
rice, fish, and such like Chinese merchandise, is dreadful, and had not 
the dead bodies been taken away this colony would assuredly have 
been visited by a plague. 

Considerable damage has been sustained by the Camphor Works, 
East Point. The works are eight feet above high water mark, and the 
tide rose five feet in the building, thus showing that it was no less 
than thirteen feet above high water mark. 

The ship Macao, has broken up on some rocks at the corner of Lan- 
tao Island, to which she drifted. She is now a complete wreck. The 
ship Everhard, wrecked close upon the Point, has also gone to pieces. 
The P. and O. cargo boat has also been found near the same spot, not 
much injured. 

We hear that Inspector Youngson, of the police force, who is asta- 
tioned at Sowkewan, has been performing wonders in meeting the diffi- 
culties resulting from the typhoon there, and has, in fact, acted almost 
as a hero, having single-handed taken matters in hand, had the dead 
buried, and so averted the consequences in the form of disease which 
must otherwise have accrued. Inspector Burns, of Yowmahtee, is 
also deserving of great credit. He was most active during the storm, 
and succeeded in saving twenty-six Chinese froma junk which had 
capsi He went off in a sampam, and cut a hole in the bottom with 
a hatchet, and so took the men out. 


A letter from Macao says :— 


It is impossible to describe the complete desolation which reigns over 
this place, in consequence of the late typhoon. The mortality among 
the Chinese has been unprecedented, and the length of the beach in the 
whole of the inner and outer harbour is lined with corpses. No less 
than four hundred dead bodies have already been picked up, and they 
are coming ashore thick at each flow of the tide. The police and the 
soldiers are Lusily engaged gathering them together, and in order to avoid 
a pestilence, which it is considered will infallibly follow longer delay, 
the bodies will be burnt at Portado Ares, as it is impossible to obtain 
hands to bury them. 

At Taipa and at Colowane the destruction and loss of life have also 
been enormous. 

The National Battalion has been ordered out by the Government for 
the better protection of the city, as plundering is going on in all direc- 
tions. The misery which has been caused is terrible and wide-spread, 
and the Governor has, with praiseworthy consideration, ordered that 
food shall be supplied to the poor Christians from the parish churches. 

The French barque Chateaubriand left this for Newchang two days 
before the hurricane, and must have suffered severely. 

We are glad to learn that Inspector Grimes and Sergeant Miller ren- 
dered signal service during the recent hurricane. When the storm was 
at its highest they assisted in landing the crew from the barque Lizzie 
and Rosa. They also, at great exertion and with no little danger,

rescued about fifty seamen of all nationalities from drowning, and ren- 
dered valuable assistance at the fallen houses. 

The British barque Lizzie and Rosa has been sold by auction by Mr. 
Armstrong, and realised $3,500.

BANGKOK. 
Our advices extend to the 24th Sept. The following items are 


from the Siam Weekly Advertiser :— 


Sept. 5, 1874, 5. p.m.—H.M. was present in the Throne Room 
Amarindr Winichai, and promoted T’au-kam-mul to the rank 
and title of P’ra-pra-tuma-wisate, Governor of the Province 
Kantarawichai. This region was formerly known as Ban-kan- 
t’ahng, and is now promoted to fovincial, privileges, under the 
jurisdiction of the Province Kalalasin. Instructions have been 
sent to T’an Pi-ah, the Government officials, and to all the a 
residing in the region Kantarawichai, in compliance with | the 
directions of the governors of the neighbouring provinces, 

Sept. 9th, 1874.— During the forenoon the Buddhist priests were 
fed and religious services relating to the relics (bones) of H. M. 
P’ra-putt’a-yautfah-chula-loke, the First King of the present 
dynasty, at the idol place. H.M. the Supreme King was not 
present at this ceremony, but one of H.M.’s younger brothers 
was present instead. 

As a continuation of these ceremonies, in the afternoon H.M. 
the King visited the Lawn Sandhmyah a short time, thence went 
to the temple, where the priests went through the Buddhistic in- 
cantations, and the Priest Amaramohlee delivered a homily on 
the occasion. 

Sept. 15th, 1874.—During the forenoon, ten priests were fed at the 
temple, and religious services were listened to in connection with 
the royal relics. These religious ceremonies relate to the demise 
of the past Kings of Siam. H.M. the King was not present at 
this ceremony, but directed Prince Chitr Charoen to be in 
attendance, listen, and serve the priests with the customary de- 
votion and presents. 

At night H.M. visited the Pee listened to the Buddhistic in- 
cantations of the priests and their homilies, and subsequently 
made the customary iene to the ten priests. 

The exciting and all absorbing events of the week have been 
extensive preparations and studied demonstrations to show the 
national respect and high appreciation of their young but remark- 
able King. 

The people of other nationalities are deserving of praise 
for their cordial co-operation in efforts to honour H.M. on the 
occasion. 

The evening of the 19th was the commencement of display. 

The banks of the river, the creeks, and the sides of the streets 
all over the city gave demonstrations of the busy activity and 
cheerful zeal of people living in locations covering extensive sur- 
faces of many miles, displaying by lights, attractive devices 
indicative of loyalty, respect, and gladness. 

The bands helped to contribute to the pleasures of the et 
by playing choice airs. As they played the Siamese national, al 
eyes were directed to catch a glimpse of H.M., who made his 
appearance accompanied by H.R.H. Bhanurangse swang, ae 
and other younger brothers, attended by the Royal y 
Guards. As H. M passed each bowed and received from H.M.3 
gracious recognition. The King gracefully as well as graciously 
entered into conversation with the princes, nobles, foreign Con- 
suls, and foreign residents, making the moments pass away 
charmingly. 

On the evening of the 2lst_ the residence and grounds of H. E. 
Chow Phya Bhanuwongse Maha Kosa Dhipoti, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, was beautifully ornamented, illuminated, and 
crowded with invited guests and spectators, A large band, 
having thorough command of the use of foreign instruments, 
enlivened the occasion with inspiriting music. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 


SINGAPORE, 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 12th 
October ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The fol- 


lowing summary of news is from the Straits Times :-— 

In consequence of the plague having broken out at Jeddah, the 
following orders have been issued by the Governor in Council 
with respect to vessels arriving from that port :— 

1. Every vessel arriving at any of the ports of the colony from 
Jeddah shall hoist the usual quarantine or yellow flag at the mainmast- 
head, and shall remain outside the limita of the port till visited by the 
Health Officer and admitted to communicate with the port. 

2. On the arrival of every such vessel the Health Officer of the port 
or his deputy shall forthwith proceed on board, and shall examine into 
the state of health of the passengers and crew ; and if it shall appear 
to him after enquiry that no case of plague has occurred on board the 
vessel during the passage, he may, after twenty-four hours’ observation, 
and subject to the control of the Governor, admit such vessel to free 
communication with the port and settlement. 

& 
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If it shall appear that any case of plague has occurred on board any 
such vessel within twenty-one days the vessel shall be taken to the 
quarantine anchorage, and there detained without communication with 
the shore or with other vessels§till twenty-one days after the latest case 
may have happened on board. : 

3. In all cases the Post-office packets and mails in any such vessels 
shall be forthwith delivered and subjected to such fumigation or other 
preventive process as the health officer of the port may direct. 

4. Coals and cargo may be shipped on and landed from vessels im- 
mediately on their arrival in which no case of plague may have oc- 
curred within twenty-one days. 

The E. and A. Mail Company’s chartered steamer Jeddah, 
Capt. De Bar, from Melbourne 12th, Sydney 16th, Brisbane 
19th, Keppel Bay 21st, Bowen 22nd, Townsville 23rd, and So- 
merset 26th September, had arrived at Tanjong Pagar Wharf. A 
boat with seven shipwrecked sailors arrived at Townsville on the 
20th Sept., with the 2nd officer in charge, who reports that the 
ship Guinevere, of London, bound from Melbourne to Manila, 
was lost on the 4th’Sept. on Pocklington reef, near New Guinea. 
Three boats containing all hands (twenty-five) left in company, 
but soon parted. One boat with five men arrived at Townsville 
on the 2l1st inst. ; the third boat, with the captain, chief officer, 
and ten men, was still missing. They say none on board were 
aware that there was any settlement north of Port Denison, and 
were proceeding southward, when they discovered the lighthouse 
at Cape Bowling Green, landed there, and were directed to 
Townsville, and the Jeddah was requested to keep a look out for 
the missing boat. Up to the 26th September, the date of depar- 
ture of the Jeddah, no further news had been received in Somer- 
set regarding the boat. 

Captain Thorburn, of the British barque Jda, arrived here 
from Manila by the Spanish steamer Paragua, and reports the 
total loss of his vessel on the 29th August, on a reef improperly 
marked in his chart, when entering the port offCebu Philippines. 
The chart was a French one, dated 1863, and corrected up to 
1869. After the vessel struck, bearings were taken, Cebu 
bearing N.N.W. 4 W., and S.E. end of Mactan N.E. by E. 
After getting aground, signals were made and guns fired to 
attract the attention of two Spanish men-of-war at anchor about 
three miles distant, but without effect. A boat belonging to the 
Swiftsure was, however, manned by afew English gentlemen, 
who put off to the stranded vessel, and rendered all the assistance 
in their power, but it was impossible to get the ship afloat, and 
she became a total loss. She was laden with acargo of rice from 
Saigon, only a small portion of which, we learn, has been saved. 
The crew have, we understand, beep sent to Hong Kong. 

The Sauraval Gazette of the 1st Oct. contains the following 
items of interest :— 

The British ship Annie Gray, of 726 tons register, Capt. R. More, 
from Hong Kong, August 18, anchored at Rejang on the 22nd ult. 
Her cargo consists of 3,130 bags salt, 100 bags rice, 5 boxes Chinese 
tobacco, $2,000 specie, and 18 packages merchandise. The greater 
portion of the salt will be transhipped to Kuching. The Annie Gray 
will load a full cargo of bilian timber for Hong Kong on account of 
Kong Shoon Lee. 

The new Kongsi, Messrs. San Tai Long and Co., have also a load of 
timber ready for shipment, and they expect their vessel, the Charlie 
Palmer, at Rejang in twelve or fifteen days.

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

At a meeting of the Legislative Council, held on the 5th Oct., 
Mr. T. Scott gave notice of his intention to move, at the next 
meeting of Council, “That in the opinion of this Council it is 
inexpedient that the Acting Assistant Colonial Secretary shall 
also act as Clerk of Councils.” 

The Colonial Engineer laid upon the table the report of the 
Committee on the Penang Wharf scheme. 

The third reading of the Bill for the Regulation of Passenger 
Ships was moved by the Acting Colonial Secretary and seconded 
by the Treasurer. 

A resolution to the following effect was carried unanimously: 
“That this Council desires respectfully to submit to the Right 
Hon. the Secretary of State for the Colonies, that in the interests 
of the trade of these settlements and for protection of British 
subject, it is desirable that a British Consul be appointed at 
Jeddah.” 

The following amended resolution was also carried :—“ That 
this Council view favourably the project for connecting the 
Indian Telegraph lines in British Burmah with Australia, via 
the Malay States and the Straits Settlements, in connection with 
a submarine cable to Australia and New Zealand. Provided 
that communication be established with the Dutch lines in Su- 
matra ; and provided further, that the united contribution for 
this Colony and the protected Malay States—Johore, Salangore, 
and Perak—shall not exceed £16,000. And the Council further 
request that his Excellency the Governor will take such steps 
as may be necessary for giving effect to the resolution.” 

The Governor said he would direct that the papers relating to 
the seizure of Chin Hoon’s steamer be laid upon the table, 
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THE ATCHIN WAR. 
The following important intelligence from Atchin is published 
in a Penang Gazette Extra of 6th Oct. :— 


We have received some rather important intelligence from Atchin, 
which confirms what we have already stated concerning the tactics of 
the present Commander-in-Chief. On the 28th September the Dutch 
troops took no less than eight stockades situated in the hostile Cam- 
pongs Lankruk and Lampulu. They likewise captured eleven pieces 
of cannon, their loss actually amounting to merely two slightly 
wounded. The success has placed in the hands of the Dutch a strate- 
gical position of great importance, and we only hope we may soon hear 
of additional attacks of a similar nature. It jis only by a quick suc- 
cession of decisive victories that the Dutch may hope to bring the 
Atchinese to terms, and we certainly believe that the longer the 
struggle lasts, the more difficult does the task become, especially now 
the blockade of most of the Atchinese ports has been raised. 

Several dependent States have lately acknowledged Netherland 
supremacy, the following being a recapitulation of all the places that 
have accepted the Dutch flag, and which are consequently opened for 
trade :— 

On the West Coast : All the small States from Trumon to Weylah, 
including Tampat Tuan, Analaboo, Labuan-Hadjee, and Mukkie; like- 
wise the ports Patty and Kluang. 

On the North Coast : Gegeang, Aerleboo, Passangan, Teloksamoi, and 
Endjung. 

On the East Coast : Edi Busar, Padawa Ketjil, Padawa Busar, Pasei, 
Kertie, Perlak, Tamiang, Sunghy Ijoe, and Sunghy Riah. 

As far as our geographical knowledge of Atchin extends, we believe 
that we are correct in stating that the West Coast of Atchin is now 
under the Dutch flag, with the exception of the territory between 
Wylah and Patty, and from Patty to Kluang, Rigas being the only port 
of importance that has not yet submitted. 

On the North Coast, Pedir, Merhoe, and Samalang are the only im- 
portant States that have not yet acknowledged the supremacy, and on 
the East Coast Simpang Oolim still refuses to come toterms. Respect- 
ing Juloh we are informed that negotiations are still pending. 

We join our wishes to those of the mercantile community of the 
place and trust that during the approaching favourable season (North- 
east monsoon) the Dutch may be enabled either by negotiations or by 
force of arms to bring the war to an end, and to sustain peace and 
order in the Kingdom of Atchin.

IMPORTS. 7 

Yokouama.—The market had been fairly active. A large business 
had been done in Cotton Yarn, the lower qualities of Nos, 16 to 24, and 
better qualities of Nos. 28 to 32, having attracted most attention. In 
Grey Shirtings sales had been limited, but a better feeling was apparent 
at the close. The business in Drills and 7 lb. T-Cloths for army pur- 
poses, continued ; but the demand for Blankets had somewhat lessened. 
Cotton Sateens were more enquired for, whilst Velvets, Taffachelass, 
and Indigo Shirtings were steady. In Woollens and Mixtures generally 
the better feeling had continued, and fair transactions in Italian Cloth, 
Plain and Figured Orleans had taken place at improving rates. The 
demand for Camlet Cords had been sustained, and a fair business had 
been done in Mousselines-de-lainc. There had been a speculative de- 
mand for Cloth at low rates. In Metals the business of the fortnight 
had been almost entirely in the hands of Chinese, who had imported 
from Hong Kong considerable quantities of Flat, Round, and Square 
Bar Iron. 

Hioco-Osaka.—A fair amount of business had been done, and de- 
liveries of many articles showed a comparative improvement. Prices 
generally had been well maintained, and for some Woollen fabrics an 
advance had been established. Cottons.—Yarns: The demand for 
these goods was moderate, and confined to the best chops, inferior 
makes being very difficult to move. Grey Shirtings : Settlements had 
again been considerable, including a large proportion of 7 Ibs. cloth. 
Superior chops were scarce, and readily saleable at high quotations. 
T-Cloths : The demand appeared to be slowly on the increase. Turkey 
Reds: Fair inquiry for the lighter descriptions, and stocks of these 
limited. Black Velvets taken to a large extent at former rates, which 
were well maintained. Taffachelass: A good demand had been ex- 
perienced, resulting in advanced quotations. Worsteds and Woollens.— 
Camlets had attracted somewhat more attention. Black Orleans con- 
tinued saleable, and prices had further advanced, owing to the limited 
supply. Mousselines de Laine: The business done in the various 
descriptions of these goods had been considerable. Prices were a 
little higher for the lower qualities of Plain, but otherwise unchanged. 
A fair demand had existed for Lastings, Figured Orleans, Checked and 
Striped Lustres, and Italian Cloth, and prices generally had improved. 

CHEFOO.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabe, and Co.’s circular, dated Sept. 8, 
says :—Our last circular was issued on the. lat ult., and since that date 
a fair business has been done in Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths ; but the 
rates accepted have been considerably under the equivalent of Shang- 
hai values for a like class of goods. Drills have been dull of sale, but 
we look for a good demand as soon as they are generally more enquired 
after during the autumn months. In fancy cottons there has been very 
little done. Metals: Iron, both nail, rod, and bar, has continued in 
fair enquiry, but prices have, if anything, a downward tendency. Lead 
has been quite neglected. 

Smayenat.-—The market had continued very quiet, but there were 
signs of approaching improvement. 

MaNILA.—Messrs. Smith, Bell and Co.'s Circular says :—During the 
past fortnight the markct for Plain Staples has continued very quiet, 
and the operations reported in same have been of a limited character, 
notwithstanding that prices exhibit a decided tendency in favour of 
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buyers, which may be accounted for by the 
for some time past in Piece Goods, and the somewhat large stocks of 
these at present held by most dealers, which they consider equal to 
meet the demand for some little time to come. Most classes of coloured 
goods are in much the same position, but importers are now holding 
their stocks of Ginghams and Cambuayas at firmer rates, As, however, 
the rainy season, taking the past few yaars as a guide, is now drawing 
to a close, we hope soun to see a better demand set in, and a consider- 
able advance established upon the prices which ruled during the last 
two or threo months. 
Sacon.—The market had continued very dull.

TEA. 

Yoxouama.—The market had been active, and an advance of $1.50 
to $2 had been established. Settlements, from the 8th September to 
date,'amounted to 10,200 piculs, the market continuing fairlyfsupplied by 
arrivals. Prices closed firm. The P.M. steamer Colorado left on the 
12th Sept., with 278,691 Ibs. from this port ; and the ss. Vasco de 
Gama on the samo date, with 371,082 lbs. The barque Bothwell Castle 
sailed on the 17th for San Francisco, with 509,280 Ibs. for all destina- 
tions. The Ambassador had completed her cargo, and will have early 
despatch for New York. The New Republic, 580 tons, was on the 
berth for the same port, at £2 15s. per forty cubic feet. Quotations : 
Common, $27 to 29 per picul ; Good Common, $31 to 34 per picul ; 
Medium, 835 to 38 per picul; Good Medium, $39 to 41 per picul ; 
Fine, $43 to 46 per picul ; Finest, $48 to 51 per picul ; Choice, $55 
upwards per picul. 

H1oco-Uaska.—During the early part of the month business was 
brisk at about previous quotations, but as settlements increased the 
market had gradually hardened, and closed very firm at quotations, 
d-alers evidently looking to obtain full rates by holding their present 
stocks. Purchases for the month aggregate 7,500 piculs; making total 
settlements for the season to date 35,950 piculs, against 15,875 piculs 
for the same period last year. Stocks were about 2,800 piculs, consist- 
ing principally of higher grades, Medium and good medium Teas 
were in small supply.

Yoxouama.—Telegraphic’ advices of a better feeling in the Home 
markets had produced an active demand here, and prices had advanced 
$10 to 20 per picul.

About 160,000 cards had passed into foreign- 
ers’ hands, but scarcely one-third had been settled at the above prices, 

SHANGHAI. —The high prices demanded by Chinese had curtailed 
business, holders, as a rule, being very firm fora slight advance ; re-reels 
especially had been settled at full rates. The following were some of 
the quotations :—Yah-kee Chop, No. 3, Ts, 395 per picul (on joint ac- 
crunt); Clouded Dragon Chop, Nos. 2and 3, Tls, 345 and 325 per picul ;

310 to 335 ; Com- 
mun 'Tsatlees, Tls, 240 to 270 ; Pang-e-tai’s Raw Hainings (barter), Tls, 
310; Common Laeyang (Skeins), Tls. 205 to 215 ; Re-rceled Tsatlees, 
Tis. 300 t> 360; do., Hainings, Tls., 310 to 420. Settlements were 
about 2,000 bales, including about 500 left over from last mail, making 
tutal to date 40,500 bales, against 30,000 balcs to same date last year. 
Ar.ivals since the 19th Sept. amounted to about 2,500 bales, and the 
unsold stock had increased to 13,500 bales,

TEA ADULTERATION. 

On the 8rd inst. a meeting of the City Commission of Sewers was 
held at Guildhall, Mr. W. S. Gover, their chairman, presiding. A re- 
port was brought up from the Sanitary Committee upon a reference 
from the last Court to them, to inquire and report relative to the sale 
of teas at the London Commercial Salerooms on the 28th ult., and 
stated in the catalogue to have been analysed by the “ Public Anaylist 
for the City of London, and pronounced fit for sale in this market.” 
When this statement was read at the last meeting of the Commission 
of Sewers by Mr. Elias Davis, Dr. Sedgwick Saunders, the Medical 
Officer and Public Analyst for the City, was absent by illness, and he 
was afforded no opportunity of answering it before the Commission 
until this meeting, when the Sanitary Committee, who had in the 
meantime been directed to inquire into the matter, brought up their 
report. In that report they stated that, having heard Mr. Elias Davis 
and the medical officer of health at length, they found that the sample 
of tea laid by Mr. Davis on the table of the Court at their last meeting 
wis not the same as that which was analysed by Dr. Saunders at the 
r quest of Messrs. Hawes and Hertz; that it was not the same as 
was subsequently analysed by Professor Wanklyn at Dr. Saunders’ 
reyuest ; neitier was it the same as that which was advertised 
in the circular of Messrs. Sillar and Co.; and having had laid before 
them a sample of that which was analysed by Dr. Saunders, at the 
request, as he stated, of Messrs. Hawes and Hertz, and which had been 
suvsequently analysed by Professur yok tas the committee wus of 
opinion that such tea was fit for human food. Dr. Saunders, being in 
h‘s place at tho present mecting of the Commission, stated in elfect 
that on the 19th of Sept. last he received an application from Messrs. 
Hawes and Hertz, of 14, Mincing-lane, requesting him to analyse some 
tea which had been accidentally wetted with Thames river water, and 
afterwards carefully redried in a kiln, Having ascertained that the 
brokers so applying were of the highest respectability, and believing it 
to be his duty in the interests ot the public to determine whether 
the tea so sent to him was suitable for consumption as human food, he 
proceeded to make his analysis. Before, however, doing so he showed 
the sample of tea to an experienced tea buyer, who assured him that it 
was perfectly good and saleable, and that he could not detect anything 
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the matter with it. The tea alluded to consisted to outward 
appearance of good black tea of rather large leaves, free from 
coarse stalks, sweet to the smell, and without the slightest taint 
of damp, or mildew, or decomposition. The result of his analysis 
showed that the tea was perfectly sound and fit for human food, 
its hygrometrical condition was the normal average, namely, 7 per cent.; 
that the per centage of ash—particularly the soluble portion of it —was 
equal to that found in ordinary commercial air-dried tea, but that the 
quantity of extractive matter was rather below that usually obtained 
from tea of the same character. Owing to this deficiency, he, for the 
better protection of the public, obtained an independent analysis of the 
same tea from Professor Wanklyn, and, finding that gentleman's re- 
sults to agree with his own in every essential particular, and he having 
expressly stated in his report that the tea was perfectly fit for human 
food, he (Dr. Sedgwick Saunders) did not hesitate to certify accordingly. 
Dr. Saunders added that he gave no authority to Messrs. Hawes and 
Hertz to make any public use of his certificate, and had no knowledge 
of their having done so, until he saw the reference to the subject in the 
Money Article of The Times. Dr. Saunders produced a portion of the 
tea in question, which the Sanitary Committee reported as “ serviceable 
and good,” and which had not the slightest resemblance to the 
tea-dust laid upon the table by Mr. Elias Davis, and alleged 
by that gentleman to have been the tea examined by Dr 
Saunders. Mr. J. C.. Davis, in bringing up the report of the Sanitary 
Committee, took occasion to say he had no doubt Mr. Elias Davis was 
duped into making the statement he did before the Commission at 
their last meeting, and that the medical officer should be very careful 
in giving certificates in such cases unless the whole bulk was examined, 
and not merely a sample. Mr. Elias Davis explained that, after calling 
the attention of the Commission to the statement in question in The 
Times, he referred to spurious tea in certain warehouses in the City, 
and laid a specimen on the table containing a large proportion of iron 
filings. He now believed that the medical officer had been made the 
dupe of other parties in an unguarded moment. Mr. Elias Davis now | 
regretted the whole transaction from beginning to end. It had been 
a painful subject to him, but he took it up in the public interest and 
from a sense of duty, after reading the statement to which he had 
referred. This explanation of Mr. Davis was emphatically cheered by 
several members of the Commission. Mr. Ashby dwelt on the neces- 
sity of a public officer of the Commission being above all suspicion, and 
commended the promptitude with which the subject had been 
investigated by the Commission. Mr. Deputy Farrar remarked that 
Dr. Saunders had entirely disavuwed all knowledge that the certificate 
he gave would be publicly used as it had been. The brokers were 
greatly to blame in having published that certificate. The most dis- 
creditable part of the matter to Deputy Farrar’s mind was that Mr. 
Davis had put on the table a sample of the tea supposed to represent 
that which had been at the bott»m of the Thames, and another sample 
of tea which had not been certified by the analyst. At the same time 
he believed Mr. Davis in doing what he did had acted from a high sense 
of public duty. That observation of Mr. Farrar was much cheered. 
Mr. Deputy Lowman Taylor thought Dr. Saunders had given a satia- 
factory explanation, and had given moreover an assurance that in future 
he would take care that any certificate he might give should not be 
used in public, The matter was then allowed to drop. 





THe Loss oF THE “CHusaN."—The Board of Tradeinqutry into the loss 
of the steamer Chusan at Ardrossan was resumed on the 9th. A portion 
of the day was spent in the examination of Mr. Pearce, one of the partners 
of the firm of John Elder and Co., Glasgow, the builders of the unfor- 
tunate vessel. Mr. Pearce stated that the vessel was not intended for 
seagoiny ?»urpcses, although she was constructed so as to make her 
perfectly safe to goto China. His opinion on this point was strength- 
ened by the fact that the vessel came through the storm without 
showing any signs uf weakness or making any water. The Board of 
Trade surveyor gave it as his opinion that the Chusan was unfit for the 
voyage to China in the fall of the year, and that she broke up on the 
rock in consequence of a deficiency in deck strength. 

MAILS For JAPAN AND Cuixa.—Information has been received from 
the United States Post-office of a change which has been made in the 
days for despatching mails to Japan and China by the United States 
mail packets from San Francisco. The packets now sail from San 
Francisco on fixed days of the week—viz., on every alternate Saturday ; 
the days appointed during the remainder of the present year being— 
Saturday, December 12 ; Saturday, December 26, and, thenceforward, 
every fourteen days. Correspondence intended to be forwarded by 
this route must be specially addressed “ria Sun Francisco,” and, in 
order to insure its arrival at San Francisco in time for the packet, 
shoul! be posted about three weeks before the date fixed for sailing from 
that port. 

Tne Messageries Maritimes steamer A:ntzone, with the present in- 
ward mail, arrived at Marseilles on the 9th inst., at 5 a.m. She brings 
112 passengers and a general cargo, including 548 bales of silk, 19,728 
packages of tea, 215 packages of sundries ; also specie, value £67,663, 
for London, which part of her cargo will be forwarded to its destina- 
tion per Company’s steamer Gange, due in London on or about the 
23rd inst. 

AT a mevting last week, at Winchester, in aid of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel, the report stated that, through the muni- 
ficence of two anonymous donors of £1,000 and £500 per annum, the 
Society has been able to extend its missions to the new and interesting 
fields of Jabour in China and Japan.! 

THE Russian Government has resolved to construct a line of-railway 
connecting Russia with Siberia and China, As it is to take the southern 
route by way of Orenburg, and as the commercial classes are in favour 
of a northern route rid Yekatherinenberg, great disappointment is felt, 
and some excitement is said to prevail. The Government is to be asked 
to reconsider its decision.

THE CHINESE EMIGRATION CONSOLIDATION 
ORDINANCE, 1874. 

Tuts Ordinance, the purpose of which is to consolidate 
and amend the law relating to Chinese passenger ships, and 
the conveyance of Chinese emigrants, was read a first time 
by the Legislative Council of Hong Kong on August 31st, 
and, with a few verbal alterations, passed its second reading 
on Sept. 7th, as No. 5 of 1874. Its provisions are very 
definite and minute, and if it be carefully worked, we doubt 
not that it will adequately secure the comfort and safety of 
the Chinese for whose benefit it has been framed. 

The measure before us consists of two main portions, the 
former providing “Regulations under the Chinese Pas- 
sengers’ Act,” and the latter treating of “ Emigration from 
Ports out of the Colony.” In Part I. it is directed that 
notice of a vessel being laid on the berth as a Chinese pas- 
senger ship must be given to the Emigration Officer in 
writing, with full particulars as to her destination, &c., and 
that no such vessel shall proceed to sea without a licence 
from the Governor, who at the same time has the power of 
exempting vessels, provided that their Chinese passengers 
are “‘ free emigrants and under no contract of service what- 
ever.” By Section 6 no one is allowed to act as an Emi- 
gration Passage Broker unless ha shall, with two sufficient 
sureties, have entered into a bond (which must be renewed 
annually) for $5,000, and have obtained a licence “to let 
or sell passages,” the fee for the same being $200. Each 
passenger is to receive a contract ticket, printed in a plain 
and legible type, and accompanied with a Chinese trans- 
lation in plain and legible characters, and such ticket is 
to be delivered and explained to him before the Emigra- 
tion Officer, after which no alteration is to be introduced. 
Offences under this section are punishable by fines 
varying from $50 to $400, or by terms of imprison- 
ment varying from six weeks to six months. Section 7 
provides carefully for the hospital accommodation and 
medical inspection of emigrants, and they will not be al- 
lowed to embark without a permit showing that they have 
undergone the required medical examination. Under this 
section a Chinese medical practitioner, if duly qualified, 
may be surgeon of a passenger ship. Section 8 makes 
modified regulations for voyages of not more than thirty 
days’ duration, these being specified in Schedule F. The 
next Section orders that the owners or charterers of pas- 
senger ships shall, at their own expense, provide depots for 
the lodging of emigrants, and that they shall lodge there 
at least three clear days before embarkation, the depots be- 
ing under the supervision of the Emigration Officer. By 
Section 10 it is enacted that all Orders in Council relating 
to the quantity of water to be carried by passenger ships, 
having a certain description of condensing apparatus, shall 
apply to Chinese passenger ships. By Section 11 only 
steamers are allowed to clear, between April and September, 
for ports west of the Cape of Good Hope, or for Australia, 
New Zealand, Oceania, and Tasmania. By Section 12 the 
Emigration Officer has the power to land any emigrants 
who are unwilling to leave the port, or who have been pro- 
cured by fraud, and to send them back to their homes at 
the expense of the passage brokers. By Section 13 breaches 
of the provisions of this Ordinance are punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $500, or by imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for any term not exeeeding six months, 
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Coming to Part II. we find that Section 14, which is 
divided into seventeen subsidiary clauses, gives very ela- 
borate directions respecting “Emigrant Ship Fittings ;” 
all barricades and gratings for the confinement in any way 
of Chinese emigrants are prohibited, and even the manu- 
facture, purchase, sale, or possession of such fittings will 
be deemed offences against this ordinance, unless there be 
lawful excuse, “the proof of which shall lie on the ac- 
cused.” Actions, however, in this respect must be brought 
“ within three months after the thing done, and not other- 
wise,” and all prosecutions must take place at the suit of, 
or, at any rate, with the consent of the ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL. Section 15, a very long one, provides “ Rules 
as to Chinese Emigrant Ships.” Among the subjects 
treated of are licences, their form and conditions, and the 
mode of application for them; punishment for furnishin 
untrue particulars ; the governor's power to revoke an 
cancel licences; building, equipping, despatching, selling, 
hiring, &c., &c., vessels without a licence ; seizure, search, 
and detention of suspected vessels, and proceedings con- 
sequent thereon. We are glad to notice that ample pro- 
visions are made for indemnifying the owners of such 
vessels as may chance to be seized or detained without 
“ reasonable and probable cause.” 

Part III. orders the repeal, subject to certain provisions 
and conditions, of portions of two Ordinances and of the 
whole of ten others. To this Ordinance there are annexed ten 
schedules, but they extend to so great a length that we can 
only indicate their purport very briefly. Schedule A gives 
the form of Emigration Passage Broker’s annual bond, and 
Schedule B the form of his licence under Section 6 par. 2. 
Schedule C provides the form of notice to be given bya 
Justice to the Emigration Officer of the forfeiture of a 
licence, and Schedule D the form of contract passage ticket, 
which, we may mention, must be signed and registered by 
the Emigration Officer. Schedule E enacts the regulations 
alluded to in Section 8, par. 1, respecting Chinese passenger 
ships proceeding to sea upon voyages of not more than 
thirty days’ duration. They seem calculated to promote 
the comfort of the Chinese, and we should think there can 
be little chance of their grumbling at the dietary scale, 
which is as follows:—For every passenger per diem not 
less than 1} 1b. of rice or bread stuffs, 4 1b. of dried and 
ae salt fish, 1 oz. of Chinese condiments or curry stuff, 
1s b. of fresh vegetables, 2 lb. of firewood, and one gallon 
of water to be carried in tanks or sweet casks. By 
Schedule F the following are declared to be voyages 
of not more than thirty days’ duration :—For steamers 
which can steam five miles an hour without sails, 
voyages from Hong Kong and coast ports as far north as 
Shanghai to Calcutta, Pegu, Sumatra, Java, the Straits 
Settlements, Labuan, Sarawak, Manila, Bangkok, or Japan. 
For sailing vessels, voyages from the same ports to Su- 
matra, Java, the Straits Settlements, Labuan, Mauila or 
Bangkok between October 1 and March 31, but during the 
rest of the year only those to Labuan, Manila, or Bangkok. 
Schedule G gives the form in which, under Section 8, the 
Emigration Officer is to certify that all the conditions and 
requirements of the Ordinance have been duly complied 
with, &c., and Schedule H the form of his certificate, that 
there are no prohibited or objectionable fittings on board. 
The last two schedules are forms of warrant and citation 
under paragraphs 10 and 14 of Section 15. 





CHINESE WOMEN AT SAN FRANCISCO. 

CoNSIDERING how usefu! the Chinese are in a country 
where labour is scarce, one would think that the dominant 
race, having none else to perform its menial work, would 
do all in its power to induce them to settle there per- 
manently. Not so our Transatlantic cousins, at least in 
the Western States; where it is lamentable to see the 
dead-set which is, from time to time, made against the 
patient, hard-working Celestials and all which they hold 
dear. The P. M. S. S. Company’s steamer Japan brought 
over among her passengers some twenty-five women from 
China ; some of these, we believe, were already married, and 
others were sent over for the purpose of being married. In- 
cited, however, we doubt not, by the anti-Chinese league, the 
Port officer at San Francisco declared them to be prostitutes, 
and prohibited their landing! A San Francisco corre 
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spondent describes this affair in an amusingly exaggerated 
letter to the New York Times, and satirises the folly of his 
fellow citizens inno measured terms. Immediately on the 
arrival of the “consignment,” he says, “a howl went forth, 
“ and some fanatical ass swore out a warrant against the 
“ lot, and the Pacific Mail Company inclusive, for importing 
“ moral-corruptors.” The unfortunate women, together 
with their husbands in esse and in posse, were bandied about 
from one local Judge to another, and it seemed highly pro- 
bable that the steamer company would be compelled to 
take them back to China. Luckily, however, common 
sense has prevailed, even in San Francisco, and “ Judge 
“ FIELpD, of the United States Supreme Court, not being 
“in the way of political influences and untrammelled by 
“ local prejudices, has decided that the whole proceedings 
“ are illegal,” and has further directed that all these 
“ musters” of celestial loveliness shall be forthwith dis- 
charged. “There is rejoicing in Sacramento-street,” we 
are told, “‘and the delighted Celestial igniteth the festive 
firecracker.” With every desire that the morality and 
respectability of San Francisco should be rigidly preserved, 
we hope that its inhabitants may shortly be brought to 
see the suicidal folly of thus persecuting the Chinese set- 
tlers, at any rate in matters in regard to which it is 
notorious that they are keenly sensitive.

“Islam” may be 
regarded in the light of a labour of love, written primarily for 
the purpose of reviving the missionary work in the East, for 
although the author acknowledges the value of the missionary 
work now going on amongst the Moslems, yet it is evident that 
he wishes to see it maintained in a more persistent manner. He 
acknowledges the encouragement received at Cambridge, and 
states that the publication of the present edition is due to the 
request of missionaries in the East for fresh copies. Judged in 
the light of a history of Mohammedanism alone, the work is at 
once a proof of the author’s capacity, and the reception accorded 
to the earlier and incomplete form of the book augurs well for 
the future of the present volume, which may be considered as a 
complete and valuable addition to our Eastern literature. 

The current number of the CornAill contains a paper entitled

“Firat Japanese Book.” Mr. O’Neill launches the beginner, who 
must, of course, be presumed to be entirely ignorant of Japanese, 
on to a Buddhist sermon, one of Kiu-O’s Do-Wa, or Path Dis- 
courses, z.e. sermons on the Path of Morality. To smooth the 
thorny path of the beginner, he gives an interleaved transcrip- 
tion in English letters, an unmistakably literal translation, with 
interlinear glosses, explanatory notes, and a Japanese-English 
vocabulary. We fear that if the student does struggle through 
the sermon from conscientious motives, he will do so at the x- 
pense of much toil and labour, and will never attempt it again. 

With regard to Pére Evrard’s book, we have before us only 
the first part, containing thirty out of the sixty lessons of which 
the work is eventually to consist. It was not originally in- 
tended for publication, having been composed for the use of one 
of his friends, but the author was induced to print the matter 
he had already put together for that purpose, leaving the com- 

letion of the work to a future period. Pére Evrard’s plan is as 
‘ollows :—He gives first a few lines of Japanese in Roman 
letters, then a literal translation, to which is added a French 
version of the Japanese “text ;” next a conversation on the 
subject of the lesson, and afterwards exercises or phrases com- 
posed of the words used in that and previous lessons ; finally, 
there is “la théorie et l’analyse,” by which the author means 
that, as rules present themselves, he points them out and puts 
them into shape. In our opinion, he makes rather a mistake in 
omitting all stops in the Japanese “texts:” on this subject, 
however, we are glad to see that he is open to conviction. 

Both these books, which are professedly elementary, are want- 
ing in much that a beginner requires to enable him to make a 
start in a foreign language. To do that he requires, as it appears 
to us, a series of graduated lessons, which at first should be ex- 
tremely simple ; teaching him, for cxample, all that appertains 
to the daily requirements of life, &c., and increasing, though 
but gently, in difficulty. A slight modification of the method 
adopted by the late Rev. Thomas Kerchever Arnold, M.A., in 
his Latin, Greek, French, German, and other elementary works, 
would be a very great boon to all students to whose lot it falls to 
be obliged to study the languages of the Far East. The nearest 
approach to this is the very useful little elementary book on 
Chinese which the Rev. Joseph Edkins published some years 
ago. The two books which we have briefly noticed are both 
lacking in one most: essential particular; their author quite 
pverlooks the great want which a student feels at the outset of 
is career for an English-Japanese and a French-Japanese 
vocabulary, and without which he cannot turn to much account 
his elementary knowledge of the language as he acquires it, 
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‘the vast amount of internal activity which has been at work 
| within her borders for ages. 

The Geographical Magazine this mouth, although presenting no 
special feature of attraction to those interested in the Far East, 
contains some very valuable papers.

‘In abolishing emigration by contract 
from Macao,” says the report, “the Government firmly believes 
it Las fulfilled a duty. The evil being once recognised as incurable 
it became necessary to put a prompt and etfective stop to it.

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 4. 

The news brought by last mail that Mr. Van Daalen, the editor of 
the Java Bode, bad been condemned to one year’s imprisonment for 
having calumniated the Governor-General has been received here any- 
thing but favourably. The number of those who sympathise with the 
articles of Mr. Van Daalen is very small ; the general opinion has been, 
and still is, that. his policy was wrong, that it showed a very low tone ;

news that about one hundred European residents in Java had for- 
warded an address to the King, protesting against further taxation in 
Java. There is, I think, no one who approves of the scheme, but the 
residents have been somewhat too hasty. 

The members of the Second Chamber met yesterday for the despatch 
of business. The several section reports show that the majority is 
anything but conciliant, anything but inclined to support the Ministry. 
Several papers are afraid that the Session may again be Jost in parlages 
about political questions, Some of the members declare in the section 
r2ports that they regret to observe signs that the Ministry will not be 
limited toa cabinet d'affaires, and they express fear that no homogeneity 
exists amongst the Cabinet. It has created surprise that not a word is 
heard about the Reform questiun. Many express an opinion that our 
political condition is most confused, and that it will be advisable to

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support the Cabinet in order to prevent matters becoming still worse 

the more because there is no strong majority on either side in Parlia- 
ment. Some members protest against the financial policy of the Cabi- 
net, and complain that nothing is done to introduce improvements in 
our very bad system of taxation. They object that our revenue is atill 
dependent upon the contribution of ten millions from India. We built 
our railways with colonial money, and we ought to be ashamed to obtain 
our new fortresses from the same source. Of much importance is the 
reply of the Mimister of the Colonial Department to the section 
report upon the Colonial Budget. Of course it is very lengthy, so that 
I can only give you the outlines. In the first place, he urges the neces- 
sity that the Chamber should show at once whether they approve the 
policy of the Minister or no. It is no more a question whether it is 
necessary or desirable to establish our authority in the northem 
part of Sumatra. We are there, and we must stay there. If we 
left Atchin we should greatly injure our authority throughout the 
Archipelago. The condition of affairs is most grave. The general 
health of our troops has somewhat improved, but the Atchinese give no 
proofs of un intention to give in. The Minister cannot yet state posi- 
tively if it will be necessary to send a third expedition to Atchin, but 
he thinks it will not be wanted. Up tothe 3let July, 2,124 lives had 
been lost in the different expeditions, and an amount of £.23,614,000 
had been expended. The maintaining of the coffee culture is another 
question. The Minister thinks that it would be dangerous to further 
curtail the system of consignments. He has a plan for the reorganisa- 
tion of the East India army, and to introduce other improvements 
which have become of the greatest urgency. With reference to our 
Colomal navy, Mr. Van Goltstein states that the supply of men-of-war 
will be quite sufficient when six paddle steamers of the 2nd or 3rd 
class, four paddle steamers of the 4th class and nine screw steamers of 
the 4th class ure ready. These supplementary furces will be forth- 
coming by 1875, or even earlier. 

According to the Vagblad, the newly elected M.P. for Hoorn, Mr. 
Fransen Van de Putte, will reside during the winterin Italy. Within 
a week or so he will leave the Hague. As svon as Prince Alexander 
has returned from his trip to Germany he will start with H.M. screw- 
steamer Leeuwarden for a voyage of six weeks in the Mediterranean. 

I regret that I have to record the death of the Old Catholic Bishop, 
Hermanus Heycamp, who died at Rotterdam. He was born in 1807; 
his loss is much lamented. 

It seems that the plan to establish an East India Brigade at Haarlem 
will not be realised. The burgomaster of that town communicated in 
the last sitting of the Council that the Minister was of opinion that it 
is not desirable to build a barrack for this purpose before the Chamber 
has given a definitive decision upon the matter. 

The Society for the Welfare of the Javanese have again solicited 
subscriptions to an amount of f.6,000, in order to improve the educa- 
tion of the natives. The managers demonstrate that not enough is 
done by the State, and that what is accomplished is not done in the 
best way. Ido not believe that the endeavours of the Society will be 
successful. The Government quite agrees with the argument that the 
education of the natives must be improved. The Minister hopes that 
since a new director has been appointed for this department he will be 
able very soon to report improvements. 

Ina former letter I told you that at the meeting of shareholders of the 
East India Railway Company, which was held on the 27th of October, 
no decision could be taken about the proposed loan and the altering of 
the statutes because too few shares were represented. Another meet- 
ing for the same purpose will be held here on the 24th instant. The 
opinion in our financial circles is that the plans will be approved of. 

Much agitation prevails here about the new canal to the North Sea. 
The Government does not incline to complete it, and our burgomasters 
and aldermen are not inclined to grant the promised subsidy of three 
millions because the canal will not be ready in due time. As matters 
stand now there is some chance that we shall have no canal at all. 

Some days ago the decorations uf the Knighthood of the “ Military 
William” Order were presented to Captain Huyer and to Major Cavalje, 
of the East India Army. 

The Government haa laid before the members of Parliament a Bill 
with reference tu dogs. If this Bill becomes law everyone who keeps 
a dog will be obliged to provide the beast with a collar bearing the 
name of the owner. Wherever a mad dog is seen all the dogs in the 
whole province must be muzzled for sixty days. 

The monument which will be erected on the grave of Major-General 
Kohler, the Commander-in-Chief of the firat expedition to Atchin, is 
quite ready. It is—the papers say—beautiful. The managers of the 
Steam Ship Company Java will convey it without any charge for 
freight. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

There has prevailed a good demand in our market for Colonial Pro- 
duce. Important parcels have changed hands both in public auctions 
and by private tender.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameora, Nov. 10. 

Contrary to the general expectation, the German Parliament was 
opened by the Emperor in person and with the usual formalities in the 
White Saloon of the Palace at Berlin, Prince Bismark being present, 
who handed to his Majesty the Speech from the Throne, which has been 
much commented on in a very unjust manner by the foreign press, 
from not being properly understood. I think what I said in my last 
letter about the re-organisation of the revived arm of the service called 
the Landsturm ought to allay any fears of an aggressive policy on the 
part of Germany ; but if any doubts existed of the peaceable intentions 
of the Emperor and Prince Bismark (who drew up the Speech from the 
Throne) they must surely have disappeared after a perusal of the last 
paragraph, in which the Emperor gives a solomn assurance of his wis. 
to remain at peace, and he is not in the habit of tampering with his 
word once given. 

The business of the Seasion has now commenced in earnest, and 
among the first subjects for the consideration of the House was the Bill 
for the introduction of the new German currency in the Province of 
Alsace-Lorraine, where the circulation of French cuins predominate, 
and there is no fixed relation of value with the German money. It is 
not intended for the present to prohibit the use of French coins, but 
the Bill introducing the reichsmark and pfennig fixes their value in 
francs and centimes in such a way that the franc is to remain a legal 
tender for all payments at the rate of eighty pfennigs as its equivalent, 
and five centimes to be equal to four pfennigs. At this rate of ex- 
change French coins may be used in payment vf taxes, duties, postage 
stamps, &c., in all Government Departments. Nov objection was made 
to the Bill, and it passed without a division. But though it went off so 
smoothly per se, it gave rise to a lively debate on another cognate sub- 
ject that was unintentionally dragged into it. In the course of the 
debate a member complained of a paragraph in the “explanatory mo- 
tives” accompanying the Bill that caused a wrong construction to be 
puton it. The words are, “The German gold coins ulready in circulation 
offer some, but not sufficient, replacement of the French gold coins 
now no longer current.” From this he argued that any one not ac- 
quainted with the circumstances would conclude that if there was no 
superfiluity of gold coin in the Empire, there was at least no direct 
scarcity, which was quite at variance with the facts of the 
case, o8 the new gold coins were so rare that public opiniun believed 
they were all gone out of the country. He should like to receive some 
official information to calm down the apprehensions of the public, who 
were inclined to believe that it was in some way connected with the 
fixed price for coined silver as compared with gold. 

Privy Councillor Michaelis could not deny that complaints had been 
made of an insufficiency of metallic currency in Alsace-Lorraine, in 
consequence of which the Government had quite recently sent thither 
a large supply of gold coin. It was not true that gold to any great 
amount had been exported, for though it was impossible to keep a check 
on the exports, the English and French import lists showed how 
much had been received from Germany, and the amount was quite in- 
significant Nor was it likely to increase for a long time, because the 
gold when fully introduced must first be absorbed by the people at 
home, before large sums could be collected and made available for ox- 
port, even supposing the rate of exchange to be in favour of Germany, 
whilst at the present rates it would not pay to export gold. 

Herr von Kardoff gathered from the remarks of the Government 
Commissioner that it was believed that the public were apathetic with 
regard to the introduction of the gold currency; but this was quite a 
mistaken idea, for the public were most anxiously waiting for the Ist 
of January, when the Currency Law would come into general opera- 
tion everywhere but in Bavaria and Wurtemburg. 

Dr. Bamberger protested against the way in which the debate was 
drifting into a subject for which the House was not prepared to enter 
into a discussion, and, as it was not on the order of the day, he thought 
it would be better to postpone any further consideration of the subject 
till the proposed Bank Law Bill was introduced, when the members 
would have ample opportunity of expressing their views and opinions. 

After a few words of explanation from Herr Camphausen, the Minis- 
ter of Finance, the subject was dropped and the Bill passed without 
any amendments in its original shape, and without a division. 

‘The Bundesrath has been deliberating on the expediency of creating 
a uniform and universal sign to express the word “ Reichsmark,” and 
proposes the capital letter M. But this would manifestly cause great 
confusion, as 20m. may as well mean 20 metres as 20 marks. Besides 
the letter is already appropriated and in general use to represent metres. 
The sign made use of here to denote marks, which is something like 
our “ &,” is not generally known and understood in the interior, and it 

would be therefore far better to fix a new and arbitrary sign common 
to all Germany. ‘ 

The Prince-Uhancellor has sent a circular to all the Governmerts of 
the separate states proposing one uniform mode of packing the new 

coins in bags and rolls, to be observed at all the public revenue « flices 
in the Empire. It would facilitate the control and save much t’me in 
counting large sums. He proposes that gold coins be packed in bags 
-<vf 10,000 marks each, silver ditto in bags of 1,000 marks, nickel ditto 
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| of 100 marks, and copper ditto of fifty and twenty marks. For pack- 
ing in rouleaux it is further proposed to use paper of uniform colour, 
pink for gold, white for silver, blue for nickel, and grey for copper. 

| A sensational telegram in The Times of last Monday, purporting to 
come from their correspondent at Berlin, and stating that the Russian 
Government have made up their minds at last as to the route for the 
Siberian railway, and decided in favour of the Orenburg line, requires 
confirmation, to say the least of it. The original emanates from a 
private telegraph agency at St. Petersburg, established by a German 
of the name uf Krausner, and appeared in the Berlin evening papers 
of Saturday, and there is no reason to doubt that the correspondent 
telegraphed it on to The Times immediately. I may add that though 

| the telegram in question appeared here in the Sunday papers nothing 
further about it is known, which isthe more remarkable, as owing to 
the close relations of a commercial and financial nature between Ruasia 
and this city everything connected with those subjects is immediately 
known here. In the spring of this year the Russian Government granted 
a concession to an association of capitalists for the extension of the line 
from Morschansk—to which town the railway is open all the way from 
Moscow—to Orenburg, crossing the Wolga by a permanent railway 
bridge at Ssamara; by the terms of the concession the whole of the works 
ure to be completed and the line opened for public traffic in three 
years, or the deposited caution-money will be forteited. The works 
have been caried on with great energy all the summer on several 
sections simultaneously, and will be continued till interrupted 
by the frost. The concession was granted when Count Bobrinsky was 
Minister for Public Thoroughfares, but shortly afterwards he altered 
the whole principle of granting concessions, and made such a muddle 
of it that he quarrelled with the other Ministers, and finding his posi- 
tion no longer tenable resigned his appointment and retired into pri- 
vate life. Being the possessor of very extensive landed property in an 
agricultural district he is now residing on his estates. After an inter- 
regnum of two or three months, he was succeeded as Minister for 
Railways and Public Works by Admiral Possiet, who muat be well 
known on the Eastern Coast of Asia, having served a long time on 
that station, where he founded the naval arsenal and dockyard at 
Vladivostock in Possiet Bay, after the cession of that district to Russia 
by tho Treaty of Peking in 1860. The gallant Admiral has, it is true, 
entered on the duties of his office, but asked for and obtained a two- 
months’ leave of absence, with the intention of travelling over all tho 
Russian railways and inspecting those now in course uf construction, 
and we have not yet heard of his return to St. Petersburg. My 
own belief is that the Orenburg Riilway has nothing whatever to 
do with the Siberian line, and is being constructs fora very different 
purpose ; and if it should be extended to Troisk and thence to the 
Amoor it would bé a very roundabout way of going to Irkutsk and 
China, whereas a continuation from the present terminal station of 
Nijni Novgorod through Kasan, Yekatherinenburg, Omsk, and Tomsk, 
would lead thither in almost a direct line. 

Herr Zappe, Acting Consul for Germany at Yokohama, has been ap- 
pointed real Consul at that port. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Nothing has happened to interrupt the even course of our Produce 
Markets, which all continue in a calm and satisfactory condition. Of 
Tea the sales by importers were confined to 100 packages of Kaisow 
Congou, 200 ditto of Souchong, and 67 ditto of Pekoe,—all at previous 
rates. Rice appears to be giving way ; some transactions in inferior and 
broken are reported at lower rates, and other sorts might be bought 
cheaper. Caasia-Lignea is firm, and meets a moderate sale at 65 to 
66 marks. Flores is in demand at 110 to112. Pepper has had a 
trifling fall, but is now recovering, but is still somewhat lower than 
last reported. Of Spelter there is none in loco, an: is offered at 254 
marks for arrival per rail. 

There is an improvement of from ‘ to 2 per cent. in the vaiue of 
most of the shares of the Hamburg banks, but the transactions in 
thein were of limited extent. The following are the last quotations :—

MR. GLADSTONE ON THE VATICAN DECREES. 

The echoes of Mr. Gladstone's article upon Ritualism in the Conten- 
porary Review have scarcely died away, when he again appears upon tha 
field of current controversy in a Pamphlet upon the Vatican Decrees in 
their bearing on Civil Allegiance. The Pamphlet, indeed, arises out of 
the article, and is perhaps an illustration of the perils a statesman 
incurs who indulges in pamphletecr:ng. His words are apt to touch some 
feeling or interest besides that which ho had imu diately in view, and 
a demand arises for explanations and justitications. Valuable, indeed, 
as the present Pamphlet may be in many respects, we cannot but con- 
template with some alarm the mass of reading, if not of writing, which 
it may possibly entail upon its author. It is described on the title page 
as “A Political Expostulation.” The Expostulation is addressed t» 
English Roman Catholics, and it formally challenges them, in justice to 
themselves and their country, to demonstrate, if they can, how the obe- 
dience now required of them by the Pope can be ieconciled with the 
integrity of their civil allegiance. 

But these considerations enhance rather than otherwise the interest 
of the pamphlet. It deals with a controversy which is agitating 
Europe, and Mr. Gladstone's interposition will be of importance far 
beyond the limits of this kingdom. The main scope of the pamphlet 
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ia to justify a single passage in the previous article. Referring to the 
cusise “whether a handful of the clergy are or are not engaged in 
an utterly hopeless and visionary effort to Romanise the Church and 
people of England,” Mr. Gladstone had said :— 


“At no time since the bloody reign of Mary has such a scheme been 
possible. But if it had been possible in the seventeenth or eighteenth 
centuries, it would still have become impossible in the nineteenth : 
when Rome has substituted for the proud boast of semper eadema 
policy of violence and change in faith ; when she has refurbished and 
Tarncad anew every rusty tool she was fondly thought to have disused ; 
when no one can become her convert without renouncing his moral and 
mental freedom and placing his civil loyalty and duty at the mercy of 
another ; and when she has equally repudiated modern thought and 
ancient history.” 

This pamphlet. has called forth a letter from Dr. Manning, in which, 
addressing The Times, he says :— 

“This morning I received a copy of a pamphlet entitled ‘The Vati- 
can Decrees in their bearing on Civil Allegiance.’ I find in it a direct 
appeal to myself, both for the office I hold and for the writings I have 
published. I gladly acknowledge the duty that lies upon me for both 
those reasons. I am bound by the office I bear not to suffer a day to 
pass without repelling from the Catholics of this country the lightest 
imputation upon their loyalty ; and, for my teaching, I am ready to 
show that the principles I have ever taught are beyond impeachment 
upon that score. 


“It is true, indeed, that in page 57 of the pamphlet, Mr. Gladstone 
expresses his belief ‘that many of his Roman Catholic friends and 
fellow-countrymen,’ are, ‘to say the least of it, as good citizens as 
himself.’ But as the whole pamphlet is an elaborate argument to 
prove that the teaching of the Vatican Council renders it impossible 
for them to be so, I cannot accept this graceful acknowledgment, 
which implies that they are good citizens because they are at variance 
with the Catholic Church. 

“T should be wanting in duty to the Catholics of this country and 
to myself if I did not give a prompt contradiction to this statement, 
and if I did not with equal promptness affirm that the loyalty of our 
civil allegiance is not in spite of the teaching of the Catholic Church 
but because of it.” 


The Times, at the request of Lord Acton, has published what his 
Lordship calls a preliminary reply to Mr. Gladstone's public Expostu- 
lation. This reply, which is addressed to Mr. Gladstone, is lengthy, and 
concludes with the following remarks :— 

“ That opinions likely to injure our position as loyal subjects of a 
Protestant Sovereign, as citizens of a free State, as members of a com- 
munity divided in religion, have flourished at various times, and in 
various degrees, that they can claim high sanction, that they are often 
uttered in the exasperation of controversy, and are most strongly urged 
at a time when there is no possibility of putting them into practice— 
this all men must concede. But I affirm that, in the fiercest conflict 
of the Reformation, when the rulers of the Church had almost lost 
heart in the struggie for existence, and exhausted every resource of 
their authority, both political and spiritual, the bulk of the English 
Catholics retained the spirit of a better time. You do not, Iam glad 
to say, deny that this continues to be true. But you think that we 
ought to be compelled to demonstrate one of two things—that the 
Pope cannot, by virtue of powers asserted by the late Council, make a 
claim which he was perfectly able to make by virtue of powers asserted | 
for him before ; or that he would be resisted if he did. The first is 
superfluous ; the second is not capable of receiving a written demon- 
stration. Therefore, neither of the alternatives you propose to the 
Catholics of this country opens to us a way of escaping from the re- 
proach we have incurred. Whether there is more truth in your mis- 
givings or in my confidence the event will show, I hope, at no distant 


time.” 
THE IMPORT TRADE OF JAPAN. 

Some interesting remarks on the causes of the decrease which has 
occurred of late years in the imports of Japan are contained in the 
annual report of the German Consulate at Nagasaki. It is evident, 
says the writer, that the Japanese merchants have greatly over-esti- 
mated the requirements of the country, in consequence of which there 
is a superfluity in all the markets of European manufactured and other 
goods, and prices have fallen accordingly. It is certainly singular that 
a country of about thirty millions of inhabitants should not be able to 
consume a greater quantity of European goods than it has hitherto done, 
and this can only be accounted for by the fact that the majority of the 
people are very poor, wearing but little clothing in winter and often 
none at all in summer, besides which the hand-woven Japanese cotton 
stuffs.are very durable and wear a long time, so that many Japanese 
would rather buy them than European stuffs, though the latter are 
cheaper. It is also to be remarked that the Japanese take great care of 
their clothes, and consequently do not often require to buy new ones. | 
The Japanese merchants, too, are very tenacious in keeping down the 
prices of imported goods ; the competition of Europeans has accustomed 
them to low prices, and they now do all they can to prevent a rise. 
The overstocking of the country with European goods of all kinds 
caused very heavy losses last year, both tofforeign and native traders, and 
has produced a feeling of stagnation and apathy in business which has 
never been observed before. “An important incident,” continues the 
report, “in the history of last year’s import trade was the rumour 
which was circulated in Japan that the Government intended to issue 
an edict according to which all Japanese subjects were thenceforward 
to dress in the European style. The absurdity of this rumour was 
evident, for much more money is required for European clothing than 





the majority of the population could afford ; but the Government was 
just at that time introducing a number of novelties which were equally 
unexpected, and there were a great many Europeans as well as Japanese 
who, though they did not quite credit the report, yct allowed them- 
selves to be intimidated by it. This caused a great want of confidence 
in business ; the Japanese became cautious and reserved, while the 
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foreigners did all they could to sell their goods, as they were not suited 
either in size or in material for European clothing. At last it became 
certain that the dreaded edict was not to be issued after all; but the dis- 
trust and the fall in prices which it caused remained, and have con- 
tinued ever since.’’ The report states in conclusion that there is no 
present prospect of an improvement in this state of things, and that 
great caution should therefore be recommended to all pereons who have 
business dealings with Japan. 


RANGOON AND WESTERN CHINA. 

At the inaugural banquet of the Morley Working Men’s Conservative 
Association Sir Charles H. Firth, in proposing the toast of “ Her 
Majesty's Ministers and both Houses of Parliament,” said how well the 
Conservative Ministry was doing its duty, not only to its party but to 
the nation generally. Even their opponents were giving them credit 
for the statesmanlike manner in which our affairs were being managed ; 
and they were bound to do so, for the country could not be better 
governed by any Ministry. He hoped it would be given to the present 
Government to open up commerce with more nations than we had at 
present the privilege of dea'ing with. He observed with much asatis- 
faction the arrangements which the Marquis of Salisbury had made 
with the view of finding out whether it was practicable to get a railwsy 
between Rangoon and Western China, so that trade with this country 
(which was at present so much wanted) might be opened up with that 
great empire. They wanted a Government which would undertake 
such valuable work as that, and not one which would break to pieces, 
and alter institutions, and fritter away session after session about 
things which they cared nothing about. England had been called a 
nation of shopkeepers. They were, and they were proud to be a nation 
of shopkeepers ; and one thing which they desired was that Her 
Majesty's Ministers and the Houses of Parliament would look to the 
commerce of the country, and not allow Germany to rob us of what we 
had so long enjoyed and been so proud of. Germany, through its war, 
had acquired greater prestige, and was carrying its spirit and enterprise 
into commerce. The Germans were able to produce goods cheaper than 
we could ; and the French nation, which had been such an admirable 
customer to us, being crippled in finances, was now obliged to buy in 
the cheapest market, and that market was Germany, instead of England 


THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says :—Referring to the recent discussion in 
Holland of the policy pursued in Atchin, and General Van Swieten’s 
defence of it, it may be interesting to note, from independent sources, 
that the actual measures taken for garrisoning the citadel won—which 
is known locally as Kotta Raja—agree exactly with the moderate pro- 
posals originally made, and defended by the General as sufficient. 
Colonel Pel was left at the Kraton with a force of 2,600 infantry, 600 
artillery, and 60 engineers, which General Van Swieten calculated would 
be enough to hold easily the strong works previously put in order, and 
to detach a column of one thousand men at any time from them, 60 88 
either to dislodge any hostile body showing itself near, or to keep 
perfectly clear the strip of three miles of ground which intervenes 
between Kotta Raja and the harbour where the Dutch vessels 
lie. Colonel Pel’s instructions directed him to guard what had 
been won effectively, including, of course, the all-important com- 
munication with the sea; but to undertake no offensive ope- 
ration not actually required for his own security, and to use all 
proper means to make peace with the native Powers. As it is known 
that a number of dependent chiefs have since voluntarily entered into 
terms with the Dutch, while the attacks of the war-party among the 
Atchinese who keep the Sultan from submission have been shattered 
quite as easily as that of the Ashantees last year on our own post of 
Abracrampa, it may be inferred that the Dutch are fairly established in 
Sumatra, and little likely to quit it. It is as well to note, in contr- 
diction of the loose statements of certain correspondents as to the 
deadly nature of the climate of Atchin, that the greater part of Colo- 
nel Pel's garrison are volunteers from the late expedition, and that 
there has been no difficulty in supplying the vacancies in it by men 
offering themselves for the relieving parties. 





Russian OPINION OF ENGLAND IN THE Far East.—The Russian 
press has a very enlightened idea about our relations with China and 
Japan. The Jnvalide says that England, having failed to involve Japan 
in a pernicious war with China, is now trying to humiliate the Mikado 
by refusing to withdraw her garrison from Yokohama. The Mikadois, 
however, determined to urge his demand, and, in return for an amend- 
ment of existing Treaties, will admit foreigners to the interior. lo 
Japan is so fast becoming an important naval Power, to the great en- 
noyance of the British Embassy, “China,” the same semi-official organ 
continues, “is equally anxious to strengthen her defences. She has 
already 100,000 men armed with European rifles, her European gun- 
boats have proved a perfect success in a raid against the Yellow Se 
pirates, and she has just ordered a fresh supply of Krupp cannon, at 


i the cost of 14,000,000 roubles.” The Corea Government have accorded 


the Chinese sundry commercial privileges, which it is expected will be 
shortly extended to other nations. 

A CORRESPONDENT, writing to the Pall Mall Gazette, with reference to 
Colonel Gordon’s expedition, quotes a letter from the Colonel, dated 
Qnd of August, in which he says:—“I have done a good stroke of 
work in getting rid of three large slave stations, though it has given 
me some trouble. They used to send down 1,000 slaves per annum. 
It is little by little any good can be done, and to do it you must not 
spare pains, but go everywhere and see for yourself. The sources of 
the Nile can wait for a time, as they have done for some hundreds of 
years ; and human beings are more important than they are.” And in 
another letter :—‘I have no high-flown ideas of being able to civilise 
Africa ; all I can do is to give the blacks peace and security.”
